Alohdra Park 
Highway Plan 
Is Approved

Assembly Bill No. 2145, intro- 
dticorl by Assemblyman Glenn 
M. Andcrson, which enables the 
widening of the streets border- 
inn Alondra park and thus pro­ 
viding adequate access into the 
park, passed the State Assem­ 
bly this last Tuesday.

The present law prohibits the 
dedication of any portion of a 
park for highway widening use 
and w o u 1 rl have forced the 
county supervisors to condemn 
the property surrounding the 
park, if it became necessary to 
widen the surrounding streets.

It is an accepted fact that 
if the plans which are contem­ 
plated for Alondra park are to 
become fruitful, adequate ac­ 
cess must be provided.

The measure is now pending 
in the senate and those inter­ 
ested should write their Senator.

(4) The 
driving test, to discover if you 
actually are capable of driving
>roperly and safely.
